Rcfica of INapoleon Are 

Again in Berlin Museum 

The only known hat of Napoleon I, 
one of his pistols snd 16 high orders 
bdoaglng to him, found In his car- 
rlsge after Wsterloo, are aRiiln In the 
Zenghsns (war museum) In tlsrlln aft¬ 
er having been missing for more than 
14 years. In 1918 persons still nn- 
known removed the srtlates aearetly. 
They ware probably university stu¬ 
dents, who at the same time remove'l 
from the Zeiighaus many flags taken 
from the rreimli in war and burned 
them to forestall any possible demand 
that they be returned to France. 

Recently the bat. pistol and orders 
were sent anonymously to Minister 
Goering. who had them restored to 
their former place. Among the orders 
Is the Prussian Itlnrlc Eagle, which 
was bestowed on Napoleon by King 
Frederick Wllli.im III In iwr., a year 
before the Corsican crishi-.l I'nissl.i 
In war. Other trophies from Water¬ 
loo In the ZeughauB Include three slate 
seals, a cosiarde and a shield fpini the 
eagle on the flag of the French Infan¬ 
try regiment No. .S4.

a very sniull portion, less than one- 
flflh. laisaes'^ed the simple features 
an nceessnry In a poultry house In 
orilor for It to be S4itlsfactory. Tlie 
average farm waa attempting to house 
flh per cent more hens than the quar- 
ters would accommodate. I.e.«a than 
one third of the farm poultry houses 
had adequate ventilation, and about 
one slith were provided with feed hop- 
pcr.B and ilropplngs platforms. 

In over half the houses the fronts 
possessed no windows or other open¬ 
ings. l/nder such conditions it Is no 
wonder that poultry falls to produce 
anil return the proflt one has a right 
to e,\pect.

A history of tba disasters In the 
Onited States In any year Is written 
annually by the American Red Cross, 
acrordlnt; to Chairman John Barton 
Payne, eommentlng on the report for 
the year ending June 30. 1934. which 
has Just been Issued In Washington. 

''Bemuse of the charter provision 
which places upon the Red Cross the 
respon.slblllly for disaster relief, onr 
chapter and staff workers are notIBed 
of all calamities of storm and Bre and 
flood." he continued. "The emergency 
period may prove to bo brief. In cases 
where the victims have their own re¬ 
sources to draw on. While It lasts, 
honever. whether It brings the Imme¬ 
diate need of food, clothing and shelter 
tor the homeless, or entails a program 
of Investigation and rehabilitation, the 
Red Cross Is tho ofBclal director of all 
relief." 

A great variation In type, and a 
wide geographical distribution, char¬ 
acterize the 103 disasters reported last 
year. Tornadoes, hurricanes, hail¬ 
storms and other storms made up al¬ 
most one half of the total. Especially 
numerous n-ero the tropical storms 
which swept In from the sea to the 
Atlantic nnd flulf Cnaal region. There 
were 31 storms of this type, establish' 
Ing a new record for frequency. 

.Next In number to storms were dis¬ 
asters of lire, the report shows. Red 
Cross Bid was ilveii following 23 flres 
in the Culled Slates and Insular pos 
sessions The most spectacular was the 
Chicago stockyards Are, where Red 
Cross workers arrived shortly after the 
fire started, administering relief until 
the emergency period passed, giving 
first aid to about 1,000 persons. 

Floods caused serious damage In 
some sections. 17 calling for Red Cross 
relief. Three explosions were reported, 
and three epidemics of malaria and 
typhoid fever. A school bus wreck was 
one of the year's tragedies for which 
Red Cross funds were needed for re¬ 
lief and rehabilitation. 

"Technique acquired by the Red 
Cross In these disasters and the bun 
dreds of others we have bandied Is at 
the service of the public." Chairman 
Payne said. "To make this possibli 
the disaster relief service has Issuer 
a manual containing Instructions foi 
chapters Interested in advance prepa 
rations for emergencies. Disaster In 
stitues were held last year in 2.' 
strategic locations, to enable Ren 
Cross and civic workers to formulali 
plans tor possible disaster emergencies, 
in their communities." 

Support of the disaster relief actlvt 
■ties of the Red Cross comes from the 
annual roll call held each year from 
Armistice Day to Thanksgiving Day.

First aid certifleates were Issued by 
the Red Cross lost year to 130,972 per¬ 
sona who BnlshCd the course of Instruc¬ 
tion put on by the chapters.

War Veterans’ Problems
